Position barricades on east side of Ft. Benning to give officers a buffer zone from 
the protesters. 

Riot gear. Secure an inventory where all SOA officers are adequately equipped. 
Issue earlier than the week of SOA. Suggestion: Issue it out permanently and/or 
have each agency handle their riot gear independently. 

South Gate apartments. Obtain apartments for officers from Eagle Trace, 
disregard renting from South Gate all together. 

GSP needs a dispatcher solely for running DMV information. They were required 
to use their post dispatcher, which was problematic for them. 

Need to further discuss handling detainees for Ft. Benning. Discussion needs to 
cover what charges they will prosecute and will they charge juveniles.

On Saturday, November 19, 2005 and Sunday, November 20, 2005, the annual School 
of the Americas Watch (SOAW) Protest was held at the Fort Benning Road entrance to 
Ft. Benning. This protest always requires extensive planning and allocation of resources 
prior to the date of the event. As in the past, a chain link fence was erected by the City of 
Columbus on the east and west side of Ft. Benning Road. The access points (entrances 
and exits) were operational and a new additional access point was established near the 
pool area at South Gate Apartments. 


The SOA p lanning meetings were held on these dates: September 7, 2005, October 19, 
2005, November 8, 2005 and a supervisor’s meeting was held on November 17, 2005. 
The Columbus Police Department was the lead agency but the Muscogee County 
Sheriff’s Office equally shared the burden. To a lesser degree these agencies and units 
also contributed: The Bomb Squad, Columbus Fire / EMS, Columbus EMA, Muscogee 
County Prison, Georgia State Patrol, the Columbus Health Department and Public Works, 
New players this year included the Marshal’s Office. 


One of the first and most crucial assignments is the Lo gistics Coordinator. Lt. I 
was given this assignment and was assisted by Officers[ I His 


assignmen t was t o locate co mmand centers (shel ters) for all the personnel involved in this 
detail. Lt. l l and Officers ! [ secured a total of three apartments from 

the manageme nt of Southgate Apartments. Building 19 was utilized for the line 
personnel. Lt. j { secured an apartment at 96 Mathews Street at no cost. It

was utili zed for the Mathews St. access point personnel and the Perimeter Detail. Lt. 

{ also secured the Masonic Lodge at no fee for the Main Access personnel. Eagle 
Trace permitted us to park the Mobile Command Center inside their gates and utilize 
their property as an emerg ency ro ute for pu blic saf ety. They also supplied us two 
apartments at no cost. Lt. l l and Office ri "I secured South Columbus Elementary 
School at no co st. Both the CP D and the SO Mobile Field Force Units utilized this 
building. Again, |

Ip ermitted the command staff to work from their 
at the comer of Mathews St. and Ft. Benning Road at no 
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The Perimeter Detail consisted of the Line personnel (perimeter near the Ft. Benmng 
Gate), the Boundary Detail/ATV’s, Access points, and a roving Response Team. This 
year 16 officers/deputies and 4 supervisors were assigned to the Main Access point. The 
Mathews Street access point utilized 6 officers/deputies and 2 supervisors. The third 
access point was Matheson Rd. This access point required 2 supervisors and 6 
officers/deputies. The South Gate pool access point utilized 2 supervisors and 7 
officers/deputies. The south perimeter (line personnel) was divided into 4 teams that 
were positioned near the Ft. Benning Gate and SOA Watch stage. Teams 1 and 2 were 
positioned on the east side of Ft. Benning Road consisted of 13 man teams with one 
sergeant assigned to each team. Teams 3 and 4 involved a sergeant and 13 men per team 
manned the west side of Ft. Benning Road. The Response Team consisted of 8 
officers/detectives and one supervisor with the responsibility to make any necessary 
arrests. The Boundary/ATV Patrol consisted of 4 officers and one supervisor. They 
secured the outer most edge of the perimeter by patrolling in one vehicle and on ATV’s. 
Additionally, 2 officers were detailed to Ft. Benning and Torch Hill Rd. to direct traffic 
and 2 officers were placed at Ticknor and Torch EBll Drive to keep this street open as an 
emergency access. Three additional reserve deputies were added this year and placed 
at Mathews Street and Ticknor Drive. 

THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 17, 2005 

On Thursday, November 17, 2005, officers from the Tactical Operations Unit prepared 
the protest site for the weekend. Barricades, barrels and traffic cones were delivered and 
positioned to secure the area. The apartments (command centers) were stocked with 
tables, chairs and supplies. The K& W Tailor Shop permitted use of their the parking lot 
for placing the “SKY WATCH!” observation tower. At 2300 hours on November 1 8, 

2005 Military Authorities closed the main gate to Ft. Benning prohibiting traffic. 
Barricades were placed to redirect traffic on Ft. Benning Road. The gate remained closed 
until approximately 0500 hours on November 21, 2005. 

On Saturday, November 19, 2005, prior to 0600 hours the Bomb Squad conducted a 
precautionary sweep of the entire area. All personnel with the exception of the Bomb 
Squad, MetroWice and the Mobile Field Force Teams were briefed at the South Precinct 
at 0700 hours. After the briefing, personnel boarded Metra Buses (2) to be transported to 
their assigned areas at the protest site. Patrol vehicles were par ked at the South 
Precinct/Benning Park and one uniform officer (Officei T D was posted there for 
security. By 0830 hours officers/deputies were on their assigned posts. The protest area 
would be closed to vehicular traffic during the hours of the protest each day. 

SATURDAY, NOVEMBER 19, 2005 

The following events occurred during Saturday, November 19, 2005: 

Our officers/deputies made complaints concerning the amplified sound coming from the 
SOA Watch stage. They could not hear anything over their police radios despite the fact 
they were utilizing earpieces for their radios. 

Throughout the day the GSP helicopter monitored the protest site from the sky. GSP also 
provided outlining perimeter security by patrolling Victory Drive, South Lumpkin Road 


and 185. Some of the troopers had duel roles and were placed on standby if needed to 
assist the Mobile Field Force teams. 


The hi gh on Saturday, November 19, 2005, reached 62 degrees with no rain. 

Hand held counters were utilized at every access point. The Saturday crowd totaled 
16,504. The protest permit ended at 1700 hours and the protest came to a close. 
Participants cleared the area in approximately 30 minutes without mcident. 

All law enforcement personnel were relieved of duty at approximately 1730 hours and 
transported back to the South Precinct. Saturday’s protest went very smoothly without 
any arrests and no reported problems. 

SUNDAY, NOVEMBER 20, 2005 

On Sunday, November 20, 2005, the same basic plan was employed. The reporting time 
for the briefing was 0700 hours. The briefing was short and the officers were asked to 
board the buses. Ag ain, a uniform officer was posted at the South Precinct for security. 
The officers/deputies were on their posts by 0830 hours at the protest site. 

The total Sunday crowd count was 15,220. The weather was cloudy and possible rain 
was in the forecast. The high reached 53 degrees. 

As in the past, the mock funeral procession was held. The puppet show was held before 
noon. The GSP helicopter was not in the air during the mock funeral. To prevent damage 
to the Ft. Benning stone gate. Ft. Benning authorities erected a chain link fence in front of 
the stone gate and attached it to their perimeter fence. There was no reported damaged 
to the stone gate this year. 

Trespassing into Ft. B enning began in the late morning hours. The protesters were 
attempting to cut or remove the canvass drape over the Ft. Benmng fence. Some 
protestors found it easiest to trespass by going under the fence. One W/F and one W/M 
juv enil e were detained by CPD for removing the “No trespassing” signs from the fence. 
The juve nil e was released to his father and the female was turned over to Ft. Benmng 
authorities. 

CPD made an arrest of a W/M for using a knife to cut the canvass on the fence. As the 
Arrest Team moved in to apprehend him, the W/M ran from the officers with the open 
knife through the protest crowd. This subject was apprehended and charged by CPD.

The rain moved in at approximately 1400 hrs. and the SOAW organizers made an 
announcement that they would have to terminate the program. This was due to the 
hazardous conditions of operating sound equipment in the rain. As a result, the majority 
of the protestors cleared the protest site. The officers were relieved of their posts, but 
were asked to remain in the command posts. The logistics team began picking up 
equipment and supplies. At 1630 hours the buses were summoned to transport the 
officers/deputies back to the South Precinct. All officers were relieved by 1700 hrs. 



As in the past, the Ft. Benning fence was completely covered with signs, crosses, clothing 
and debris. All property discarded or taken as prohibited at the access points was 
destroyed. No items were logged into Property and Evidence this year. 

SUNDAY, NOVEMBER 20, 2005 AFTER THE PERMIT EXPIRED 

At approximately 1900 hours a large group of SO A protestors began to gather around the 
Muscogee County Jail. Some gathered near the “Sally Port” entrance and some gathered 
at the front entrance of the jail. Bearing in mind, the SOAW permit expired at 1700 hrs. 
and it was approved for Ft. Benning Road near the Stone gate. The group was advised by 
SO deputies that they were not allowed to cross the guard line. The group moved to the 
median between on 6^ Avenue between the Jail and CPD parking garage. The protest 
group was by monitored by the Command Staif (Chief Boren, Major Swiney and Major 
Traino) and members of the Reactionary Team. The protest group was actively singing 
and chanting and at times obstructing the traffic lanes on 6^ Avenue. The group was 
advised they had ten minutes to clear the area. They were given several warnings to 
disperse. As a result, when the time li mit w as up, thr ee individuals were arrested by 
me mbers of the R eactionary Team; Sgt. l i Detective f ] Officer |~ l and

MONDAY, NOVEMBER 21, 2005 

On Monday, November 21, 2005 the Logistic team members returned borrowed items to 
the Civic Center and various locations. Keys to the apartments were returned to 
management and property owners. 

CONCLUSION 

In conclusion, Saturday went extremely well. Sunday problems cropped up over 
detainees, arrestees and transporting detainees to Ft. Benning. Other than that the protest 
weekend went smoothly. There were no reported injuries of any public safety official on 
the Columbus side. Interagency cooperation was evident and without it the detail could 
not have been a success.

As in the past, a chain link fence was erected by the City of 
Columbus on the east and west side of Ft. Benning Road. The difference this year, the 
fence on the west side was placed between private property and city property. This 
measure was made to keep protestors off of the private property completely. The access 
points were the established as in the past. 


The SOA planning meetings were held on these dates, September 27, 2006 and October 
18, 2006. A supervisor’s meeting was conducted on November 16, 2006. 


LOGISTICS 

One of the first concerns is locating command and relief centers for the personnel 
detailed to this protest. A variety of individuals played a role in Logistics this year. The 
Bike Patrol officers se cured Sou th Columbus Elementary School for the Mobile Field 
Force staging area.

PERSONNEL 

The Perimeter Detail consisted of the “Line Personnel” (near the Ft. Benning Gate), 
1 - Lieutenant, 5- Sergeants and 52 officers/deputies. The ATV patrol consisted of 
1 -Sergeant and 3 officers. Traffic Control consisted of 6 — officers and 4 — Reserve 
deputies. Perimeter Patrol (SO) consisted of 2 — deputies. Access Points were 




commanded by 1- Captain, 1- Lieutenant, 10 Sergeants and manned by [ y

officers/deputies. The Response Team (Arrest Team) consisted of 3 - Sergeants and 12 
officers/deputies. The Reactionary Team (Detective Division) consisted of 1 - 
Lieutenant, 2 -Sergeants and 8 - Detectives. GSP provided a pilot and FTO for the 
helicopter and a traffic unit consisting 1 - Captain, 1 - Sergeant, 1 - Corporal, and 8 - 
troopers. Three forward observers manned the “Siybox”. Hazardous Device Response 
Team “H.D.R.T.” was commanded by 1 — Lieutenant, 1 — Sergeant, 1 — Corporal and 
utilized 4 - officers/deputies. Liasion Unit, 2 - Lieutenants (CPD & Ft. Benning). 
Undercover personnel consisted of 3 - Sergeants, 9 - Special Agents/deputies. 2 - 
Sergeants, 1- EMS unit, 4- officer/deputies, manned the Mobile C omm and Center. 
Support roles (food, security & Property and Evidence) 1 - Lieutenant, 1 - Command 
Sergeant, 14 - officers/civilians. Special Operations provided 1 - Captain, 3 - Sergeants, 
8 — officers/detectives. Two Mobile Field Forces were staged close by and the 
CPD group was commanded by 1- Lieutenant, 4 Sergeants and utilized 28 
Detectives/Tech./Officers and the second group from the Muscogee County Sheriffs 
Office, commanded by 1 -Lieutenant, 4 Sergeants and supported by 28 deputies. A total 
of 278 individuals were assigned to this protest, bearing in mind this figure does not 
include Command Staff from any agency involved. 

THURSDAY. NOVjBMBER 16. 2006 

On this date the Sgt. | l and the Motor Squad prepared the protest site by setting up the 

barrica des and taping off the designated areas, (Decon areas, parking areas, etc.) Lt. 

| the Bike Patrol and Logistics personnel began gathering equipment and delivering 
the necessary items to relief and command stations. The city’s Right of Way 
Maintenance personnel were a tremendous help in this function. 

SATURDAY. NOVEMBER 18. 2006 

All personnel assigned to the SOA protest were required to attend a briefing at the South 
Precinct Super Center. Mobile Field Force and Undercover officers/deputies were given 
different reporting locations and instructions. At the briefing, instructions were given and 
roll was called. Following the briefing, officers/deputies boarded Metra buses and were 
transported to the protest site. City vehicles were left at the South Precinct and one 
officer was assigned to stand watch over the vehicles. Supervisors and Command Staff 
drove their vehicles to their designated command centers. 

The SOA permit began at 0900 hours and officers were placed on their posts at 0830 
hours. The only two arrest made on the Columbus side of the Ft B ennin g Gate was 
made on Saturday. See Attached: Arrests. 

The total number of protestors in attendance for Saturday was 9,050. This coimt was 
achieved by counting those who entered the access points. Throughout the day, GSP 
monitored the crowd by air and provided a downlink to the Mobile Command 
Center. A DVD was made with GSP’s aerial support. GSP troopers patrolled the areas 
near the protest site and enforced traffic violations. The GSP troopers served a dual role 
by being on standby if needed. GSP statistics are available on the attached: Arrests 
sheet. 


The protest permit ended at 1700 hours and the protestors cleared the area without any 
problems. The assigned personnel were transported back to the South Precinct and 
relieved by 1800 hours. 

SUNDAY. NOVEMBER 19. 2006 

Again all personnel, reported to the South Precinct for a briefing. Additional instructions 
and questions were handled at tiiis time. Officers/deputies boarded the buses to be 
transported to the protest site. 

As in the past, the protesters held a mock funeral procession. A puppet show was also 
included in their activities. Crosses and debris were attached to the Ft. Benning fence as 
done year after year. Ft. Benning personnel erected a fence entirely around the stone sign 
and covered it with a tarp. These measures were successful in keeping the stone sign 
from being damaged. 

fri the late morning, it was reported that protesters were entering Ft. Benning. Entry was 
gained by cutting the Ft. Benning fence. Unlike years past, the protesters breached the 
fence on the east side of Ft. Benning Road. Immediately, Ft. Benning personnel took the 
protesters into custody. 

Sunday’s largest crowd numbered 15,588 at noon. By late evening it began to decline by 
1,000 around 1600 hours. The protesters decided to end their program approximately one 
hour earlier. The crowd left around 1600 hours and all personnel were relieved and 
transported back to the South Precinct by 1700 hours. 

CONCLUSION 

New this year, a permit was applied for and denied to continue to protest after the normal 
activities on Sunday. The SOA protesters wanted to protest outside the jail to support 
their comrades who were arrested. A contingency plan was in place to handle this crowd. 
Fortunately, the protesters did not gather outside the jail. 

The 2006 SOA Protest operated pretty much as those in the past. There were very few 
concerns or problems raised by the personnel involved. There were no problems in the 
area of Criminal Trespass on ^e private property west of Ft. Benning Road. A 
considerable amount of discussion was had on this issue. There were no reported injuries 
to any of the personnel assigned to this detail. This protest was fairly uneventful because 
of the cooperation of all those agencies involved.

A few years earlier, the SOA closed and was re-opened 
as the WESTERN HEMISPHERE INSTITUTE OF SECURITY COOPERATION 
(WINSEC) . Protesters claim this was a change in name _ only and the 
school still allegedly teaches torture technic^es . Since the 
onset of the wars in Afghanistan and Iraq, this protest has also 
drawn many anti-war activists.

States Magistrate, the'number of trespassers has steadily 
declined. Formerly, the FBI maintained a presence in the Command 
Post with the Columbus Chief of Police and the Sheriff of 
Muscogee County. Additionally, at least one Special Agent was 
also on hand in the event any felonies were committed at Fort 
Banning, Georgia. In the past few years, this protest rally has 
taken on a "street festival" atmosphere, with many people 
bringing small children and additionally many of the acts on the 
performance stage involve puppets, singing, and dancing. 

Based on the above and specifically noting provisions 
of the Domestic Investigative Operations Guidelines (DIOG) , 
Atlanta Division is hereby placing this matter into a closed 
status. FBI Atlanta, Columbus Resident Agency, will maintain 
close liaison with the Columbus Police Department and the 
Muscogee County Sheriff's Office, as well as the United States 
Army Criminal Investigation Division Command and MP officials. 
Numerous rally organizers mentioned that this was the "final 
year" to have the protest at Fort Banning and that next year, 
2010, the protest would be held in Washington, D. C., where more 
media coverage would be present. In the event this protest is 
held in 2010 and in following years, FBI Atlanta will notify the 
CIRG-Special Events Management Unit (SEMU) , via normal special 
events preparedness communications .

This year the event will be held at Golden Park ( a minor 
league baseball field near downtown). This group is protesting the U.S Army School of Americas located 
at Ft. Benning, Ga. The School of the Americas recently changed it's name to the Western Hemisphere 
Institute for Security Cooperation (WINSEC). This school trains military personnel from several Latin 
American countries in tactics and democracy. 

The SOA Watch hds alleged that the school actually trains students in torture and intimidation. During the 
1980's some of the school’s graduates were charged with murdering Jesuit priests and nuns in South 
America in an isolated Incident. These murders have been the basis for the SOA Watch protests and calls 
for the school to close. In the past the marchers (on Sunday) have peacefully marched onto the Army Post 
and sat down and thereafter were arrested. Most of the protesters are young college students or older 
people (up to age 78-801!) who have not resisted arrest. 

This year, due to the current situation, the Army has placed a 10 foot barbed wire topped fence at the 
gate and advised the SOA Watch that they will not be allowed on the base. Anyone entering will be 
immediately arrested and any mass efforts to enter the base will be stopped by force. 

The SOA watch has obtained a permit for the.baseball field, but was denied a permit to march in the city ' 
of Columbus to the Army Post gate. Intelligence indicates that an unknown number of protesters will still 
march to the gate. The final decision on weather or not to arrest the marchers in the City has not been 
made. 

The Columbus Police Department and Muscogee County Sheriffs office are coordinating well on this 
matter and have made extensive operational and contingency plans. These agencies have collected 
UNCORROBORATED, NON-SOURCED intelligence that allegedly anarchist elements will travel to 
Columbus to cause problems. 

On 1 1/13/01 , SSRA l I met with CPD and MCSO officials and offered any appropriate b6 

assistance from the Columbus RA. In the event of an anthrax hoax, local officials will secure the scene b7c 

and contact the on-call SAs. Several other possible scenarios for federal involvement were discussed and 
it was noted that the CPD and MCSO are in charge of this event and the FBI will only be contacted in the 
event of a federal offense occurring within the bureau's jurisdiction. 


Based on the above it is hereby requested that all agents contact appropriate sources regarding any 
information relating to any travel to this event by known criminals or any information regarding any 
planned actions in conjunction with the protest.

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Keeping the peace 

Despite philosophical differences, protest organizers work 
with Fort Benning officials, police to assure a peaceful day

High-stepping puppets pranced on 
Benning Road, keeping step with the 
constant beating of discarded detergent 
cans turned into makeshift drums. 
Someone cranked up the volume and 
with it came a renewed surge of 
xmdirected energy. 

A colorful dragon made from PVC 
pipes and old newspapers meandered 
down the road Sunday afternoon with 
an escort of dancers who were 
^ frantically pushing handpainted masks 
■ in the air to the rhythm of the drums. 
Slowly the man-made reptile inched its 
way toward the chain link fence that 
separated the 7,500 protesters of SOA 
Watch from the outer edges of Fort 
Benning. 
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A morning that began with mourning 
was on edge. Somber turned electric. 

The dragon was dragged through Army 
scrubs in front of the stone welcome monument. Jumping on top of

■ plopping it across the barb wire that decorated the top of the fence. 
Others were shaking the fence and the gate while the crowd cheered and 
chanted. 

For more than three hours in the morning, thousands had turned the 
fence into a scrapbook, attaching wooden crosses, fresh flowers and 
banners to a fence fliat to the protesters represented authority. Now they 
I wanted it down. 

For a moment, it seemed as if an 1 1 -year promise of non-violence was 
about to be broken. Lawmen were tense. Across the fence, government 
officials were alerted. And while the protesters they inspire were ready 
to follow people who wanted to go over or through the fence, SOA 
Watch organizers began to act. 

This wasn't strategy. This was concern. 

Jeff Winder, an SOA Watch official, was at the fence watching 
protesters being arrested on the other side. He was talking cordially to a 
li soldier on tiie other side. Like so many others, they have forged a 
working relationship that in other circumstances might be a friendship. 

A belligerent young protester saw only the Army uniform. 

She called him a vile name. 


Printing "She was caught up in the energy of the moment. She just didn't 

understand," Winder said. 
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Contact Info Winder realized others were upset. Back up the hill, he climbed atop the 

welcome sign and began to talk. 
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Winder didn't think there was a problem right then, but their strategy is 
to intervene before it is. "I called them back to the moment," he said. 

The Rev. Roy Bourgeois, the Catholic priest who started the movement, 
went to the fence and talked sternly to a 72-year-old veteran from San 
Francisco who thought he wanted to go over the top. 

"We don't need that," Bourgeois said, knowing the man in the white 
cowboy hat would be shredded by barbed wire and the sharp stakes of 
crosses stuck through the fence by earlier protesters. 

Finally, the man came down. An SOA Watch volunteer told him to lean 
on him, and he led the feeble protester through the crowd, down the hill 
and over a creek, trying to keep the old man from falling. At last, he was 
on Fort Benning, walking tall until a Department of Defense officer 
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It was a Sunday that followed weeks of decision and indecision. 

Politicians had made up their minds, then changed them. Cognizant of 
the high-alert status that Fort Benning has been imder since the Sept. 1 1 
attacks, Columbus Mayor Bobby Peters had at first asked SOA Watch 
not to protest. Finding out they intended to be here anyway, he had 
asked them to move first to a neighborhood park then to Golden Park 
only to flip-flop twice more. 

On Friday, U.S. District Magistrate G. Mallon Faircloth had ruled 
against an injunction sought by the city and given protesters a 
constitutional right to be on Benning Road where they had first 
demonstrated in 1990. 

Security was tight. More than 200 police officers, sheriffs deputies and 
state lawmen were in the vicinity of Fort Benning's main gate. Other 
units were in reserve, waiting. On the other side of the fence, 182 
military police waited. 

Protesters gathered early Sunday, carrying signs and singing songs. By 
10:30 a.m., 17 hours after they left the baseball stadium where they 
celebrated Saturday they assembled in front of a stage. It was a 
procession Winder likened to "... an inexorable stream of water that 
can't be stopped." 

Even before leading the symbolic funeral procession. Bourgeois was 
weary. 

"Last month was the hardest of all the 1 1 years - including the prison," 
he said. "There was the imcertainty, the conflict between us and the city 
that we didn't want. Our conflict has always been with the School of 
Americas." 

Filtering among the crowd were 25 observers from the Georgia ACLU, 
led by legal director Gerry Weber, the lead attorney for SOA Watch 
when they went to court. 

"They're making their point," Weber said. "We're here to ensure that the 
judge's order is followed and that those arrested are treated fairly." 

Near the fi'ont of the procession - it would last more than three hours - 
were mock mourners wearing black robes, their faces covered by white 
death masks. One by one they slumped into the area in J&ont of the 
welcome monument. While they played dead, others put their caskets 
beside them and splattered them with symbolic blood. 

About an hour later, the dead rose. They picked up their coffins and, 
going parallel to the fence, went into the woods. Forging a tiny stream, 
they went 100 yards to the end of the fence. When they turned left, they 
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were on Army property, iney processed across a iieid wnere tney were 
met on the road by DOD officers. Going limp, the protesters were 
carried to Army buses. 

On the other side of the fence, people cheered. 

Brig. Gen. Paul Eaton, dressed in green fatigues and a single star on his 
black beret, was among the people on the sidelines when the first group 
crossed over. He watched the fence his personnel had erected 
transformed into what Bourgeois called "a memorial wall." 

Eaton said the fence has become a prop in a staged event. "It is a minor 
symbolism that is not worth a confrontation." 

Others were also watching. 

When the crowd was screaming that their demonstration is "what 
democracy looks likes," City Manager Carmen Cavezza was on the 
grass in front of an apartment building that served as the command 
center of the police detail assigned to the protest. The retired Army 
general stood stone-faced when the group pointed toward the post and 
said, "That's what hypocrisy looks like. " 

Cavezza thought over what he was seeing and hearing before 
responding. "I would say to you, this is what anarchy looks like," he 
said, pointing to the crowd on the streets. Gesturing toward the post he 
once commanded he said, "That's what law and order looks like." 

When a helicopter fluttered over the area, people looked up. Among 
them was Beth Rosdutter, a 40-year-old philosophy professor at the 
University of Kentucky. That moment inspired her to go off the road . 
and crawl under the fence. It was not a decision that came lightly since 
she had a "ban and bar letter" telling her not to come again. 

Her 19-year-old son, a student at the University of Pittsburgh, was also 
in the crowd. Hearing the chopper, she remembered when he was small. 

"When my son was a toddler, he was playing in a park and a helicopter 
flew over," she said. "He thought it was so cool. Then I realized it was a 
military helicopter and how if that happened in other countries people 
would flee for their lives. Since then I have been an activist." 

Deputy Fire Chief Jerry Fountain confronted seven young protesters 
who wanted to read their indictment of the Western Hemisphere 
Institute for Security Cooperation - the'school that succeeded the SOA 
at Fort Benning. In loud, shrill voices they read. 

After reading their seven one-page diatribes, they wanted to deliver 
them personally to the commandant of the institute. Fountain stepped 
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side, they tried to read their messages to officers. They weren't as patient 
as Fountain. They muzzled the youngsters. 

Assistant Police Chief Wesley Mott, in charge of his 1 1th protest detail, 
said it was the largest crowd they've had on Benning Road. 

"It must be great to be in America," Mott said. "You can tear down 
anything in the name of peace and justice." 

The demonstration began to wind down around 4:30 p.m., and 
Bourgeois said the day was "a wonderful celebration of hope." 

On the stage, his back to Fort Benning, he gestured over his shoulder. 
"They know we're here," he said. "And they know we're not going 
away."

Synopsis; An update of the 2001 protest by SOA Watch. 

Details; The 2001 SOA Watch annual protest was held on Saturday, 
November 17, 2001, at GOLDEN PARK, the City owned minor league 
baseball stadium. On Sunday the protestors marched in what has 
been labeled a "Mock funeral procession" from Heritage Square 
shopping area to the Main gate of Ft.Benning. This is a distance 
of approximately 500 yards. The Army had constructed a 10 foot 
chain link fence with barb wire at the main gate blocking access 
to the military reservation. A group of 70 protestors crawled 
under the fence and went around the fenced area. They were 
immediately taken into custody. 

Nineteen of the group passively resisted arrest by going 
limp and refusing to walk when military authorities encountered 
them. This group was taken before a U.S. Magistrate and 
initially refused to identify themselves. They were remanded to 
custody and taken to the Muscogee County Jail (MCJ) . The 
following day they chose to identify themselves and were 
released. The United States Attorney's Office plan to proceed 
with criminal charges against the 70 who trespassed on the 
reservation. 

The Columbus Police and Muscogee County Sheriff's Office 
arrested 27 protestors when they blocked a roadway after the city

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permit had expired. This group also refused to identify 
themselves and were taken to the MCJ for the night . They 
appeared before a State Court Judge and plead guilty to a 
misdemeanor offense. They were given sentences of time served, 
and fines waived. 

An estimate of 5-7000 protestors was provided by the Columbus 
police. 
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Jailed protesters find this year is different 
experience 

Time In jail, amount of bond unlike previous 12 years

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One by one, the protesters arrested on Fort Benning this weekend 
were called Monday to stand before U.S. Magistrate G. Mallon 
Faircloth. 

One at a tinne as their names were read, the women dressed in 
yellow jail clothes and the men in similar blue attire shuffled to the 
bench of the Recorder’s Court courtroom in jail-issue slippers. 

After more than 18 hours behind bars — a fate not required of most 
demonstrators detained during SOA Watch protests of the last 12 
years — the protesters learned the court also would require each to 
post a $5,000 bond to guarantee return to Columbus for trial the 
week of Jan. 27. 
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This came moments after spectators filling the courtroom stood and 
began applauding as the first detainees filed in, only to be shouted 
into silence by U.S. Marshal’s Service officers, who threatened to 
eject those who did not sit down and remain quiet 
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There was a different air about this court than in the past, when 
protesters and their family and friends had occasionally applauded 
comments and even burst into song or chants. 

The shock of the bond requirement was stirred when the first 
protester, Linda M. Aguilar, a 19-year-old San Francisco college 
student, pleaded not guilty and attorney Bill Quigley asked for her 
release on her own recognizance. 
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Assistant U.S. Attorney Mel Hyde and U.S. Army Capt. David Anglin 
asked Faircloth instead to require a $5,000 bond, with at least a 
$500 deposit to guarantee Aguilar's return. 
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"There’s nothing to indicate she will not return," argued Quigley. The 
Loyola University law professor reminded Faircloth that 13 similar 
cases last year were handled with personal recognizance bonds, and 
all returned for trial. 

But these cases are different, with the government prosecution set 
within a matter of weeks, rather than months, said Anglin. 

When Faircloth ruled the bond would be required, Quigley argued the 
protesters were being punished for involvement in a political activity 
and asked for the arraignments to be halted so he could immediately 
appeal that decision to U.S. District Court. 

"This is for a criminal violation," Faircloth replied. "They're certainly 
not being punished for participating in a political dissent." 


He denied the motion and called the next case. 


Other protesters promised Faircloth he could trust them to return 
without the bond requirement, but the judge told them he had 
known them for such a short time he would insist on a bond. 


More than eight hours after the arraignments began, 50 of 85 jailed 
protesters had been before Faircloth. None were released without 
bond; two were denied bond. 

John Doe, who said he would also answer to "Peace," told Faircloth 
he would not participate in the process by giving authorities his 
name. 

"With a little minor sleuthing, they can find out very easily who I 
am," he told the judge. 

But Doe also asked Faircloth to release him on his own recognizance; 
based on his promise to return for trial. 

"I'd love to come back here to trial and to put the School of the 
Americas on trial as well," he said. 

Faircloth denied bond and ordered him held pending trial. 

Eloy J. Garcia, 33, of Las Vegas, N.M., objected to giving marshals 
personal information he considered intrusive, although marshals told 
Faircloth the information has been required for decades by the U.S. 
Bureau of Prisons and is needed before bond is posted. 

Garcia relented, filled out most of the form and had posted the $500 
deposit for release before marshals brought him back into the 
courtroom. The defendant refused to complete part of the form, 
Faircloth was told. 
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"I don't think it's relevant where my parents live," said Garcia. The 
Mexican-American said he listed the names of an uncle and other 
relatives and friends who could be contacted concerning his 
whereabouts or activities, but would not give his parents' names or 
location. 

Faircloth revoked Garcia's bond until he could research the issue. 

Michelle Lynn Lavalley of Boston originally refused to provide 
personal information, but relented, then protested that most of the 
protesters who are being required to post bond are church or charity 
workers who cannot afford it. The measure is "punitive and intended 
to cause inconvenience and nothing else," she told Faircloth. 

Asked by the judge how she came to Columbus, she said her church 
supporters paid for her to come. 

Faircloth suggested the protesters' friends, colleagues and family 
could search for a means to help those who could not afford to post 
the $500 deposit. For those who cannot find a way to post the bond, 
he'll "revisit" the matter later in the week, he said. 

The protesters, if convicted of trespass, face up to six months in 
federal prison and a $5,000 fine for the Class B misdemeanor faced 
by all except one protester. 

Rachel Diane Shively, who was arrested Saturday on Fort Banning, 
faces up to a year in prison and a $100,000 fine if convicted of the 
Class A misdemeanor with which she is charged. 

Also facing a Class A misdemeanor, as well as the Class B offense, is 
Jeremieh Matthew John, who is accused of using a bolt cutter to cut 
the lock on the gate at the main entrance to Fort Banning on 
Sunday. 

Another protester, Karl Henry Meyer, 65, of Nashville, Tenn., 
pleaded not guilty Monday in Muscogee Municipal Court to 
obstruction of a law enforcement officer after he crossed into the 
restricted protest area on Fort Banning Road after refusing to be 
scanned by a metal detector. 

Judge Haywood Turner set a $250 bond and bound the misdemeanor 
case to State Court for trial. 

Meyer said he expects to win the trial, because the search violates 
the U.S. Constitution's protections guaranteeing the right to peaceful 
assembly and prohibiting intrusive searches. "If I am convicted. I'm 
confident I'll be exonerated on appeal," he told Turner. 

Faircloth will resume arraignments for the remaining 35 jailed 
protesters at 9 a.m. today in Columbus Recorders Court Courtroom

Details: The annual pilgrimage and demonstration of the SOA 

protestors took place as scheduled on the weekend of November 21- 
23, 2003. The Columbus police estimated approximately 
8,000 individuals attended the weekend event. On Sunday, the 
23rd of November 2003, forty three (43) persons crossed the 
military boundaries and subjected themselves to arrest for the 
crime of Trespass On A Military Reservation. The U.S. Magistrate 
for the Middle District of Georgia, Columbus division will hear . 
the cases in early 2004. 

Other than the cited compliant trespassers, the event 
was peaceful . The arrestees did not resist being taken into 
custody. It has been and apparently continues to be the agenda of 
the SOA WATCH to use the court system as the platform for 
furthering their cause.

from the previous years. One reason for the reduction in the 
number of individuals willing to be arrested is that they no 
longer receive the press coverage in Columbus, Ga. Once the 
weekend event is over, the local press coverage ceased. The 
coverage picks up during the trials, pleas, and sentencings. Thus 
far, the national press has not given the proceedings any 
exposure . 


In past years, the SOA WATCH leadership told potential 
arrestees that a small bond and probation was the limit of their 
personal criminal liability. This has proven not to be true in 
the most current cases. The court has imposed fines from $500.00 
to $1000,00 and prison sentences up to six months for first 
offenders. As the defendants appear before the magistrate, they 
are asked if they plan to continue in their illegal actions. If 
they answer affirmatively, the sentence ranges from six months to 
the maximum one year in prison. 


During the past two years, the arrestees were taken 
immediately to the Muscogee County jail and kept overnight before 
their initial appearance. Prior to this, they were given summons 
to appear in court at a scheduled date and time . This has had a 
chilling effect on those deciding whether to participate in an 
overt act of civil disobedience. 



Overall, the crowd was peaceful in their actions and 
the SOA WATCH leadership appear to foster that type of 
environment. At this years event, a counter-protest was initially 
set up adjacent to the protestor site. The counter-protestors 
were expecting several hundred motorcyclist to join their cause. 
At the last minute, city officials were successful in convincing 
the counter-protestors to move their site to another location. 

The city leaders conveyed their concerns of endangement to 
citizens to both groups . The counter-protestor leaders heeded 
the advice and moved their activities to another location.-

More than a quarter of the 
demonstrators detained on 
Fort Benning during last week- 
end’s School of the America’s 
Watch protest face criminal 
charges for allegedly making a 
wrong turn on their way to the 
protest site, they told U.S. 
Magistrate G. Mallon Faircloth 
during a bond hearing Monday 
morning. 

They appeared in a Record- 
er’s Court courtroom with 
other protesters who were 
arrested for trespassing on post 
during the demonstration. Fair- 
cloth released on their own 
recognizance the 11 passengers 
from the trespassing cars, but 
set a $1,000 bond for the three 
drivers and ^otl^er 27 protest- 
ers. The judge set a $100 bond 
for one man and granted 
another a recognizance bond; 

Faircloth dismissed charges 
against. Edwin lewinson, 73, a 
retired Seton Hall University 
American history professor, 
because the judge did not 
believe Lewinson, who is blind, 
could have trespassed onto the 
post without assistance. Fair- 
cloth said he saw no cause for 
prosecution.

Three cars traveled onto Fort 
Benning at the Interstate 185 
checkpoint over the weekend. 
Soldiers detained 14 people 
from those vehicles, eventually 
releasing five people, including 
a 17-year-old girl. 

The released protesters were 
given, letters banning them 
from the post and assumed 
they did not face criminal 
charges. They found out Mon- 
day while sitting in court sup- 
porting detained friends that 
they too were charged with 
criminal trespass, a class B 
misdemeanor that carries a 
maximum sentence of six 
months in prison and a $500 
fine.

She said a driver 
made the same wrong turn 
Sunday and approached the 
checkpoint; planning to turn 
around; however, as soon as 
the car stopped at the check- 
point, the driver and passen- 
gers wer^^ arrested, Aguliar 
said. 

Atfoyhey Bill Quigley,' a 
memben of the SOA Watch’s 
legal collective, asked that 
trespassing charges against the 
passengers in the cars be 
dropped. Faircloth responded 
that Monday’s hearing was a 
bond hearing and thus not an 
appropriate place to make 
motions to dismi^ charges. 

$1,000 bond for most 

Most detained protesters 
told Faircloth -their names, 
ages and hometowns, but said 
little else during the 


proceedings. A. few said they 
could not afford a $1,000 bond 
and requested that the judge 
lower tiiefr bonds or release 
them on their. own 
recognizance. 

Faircloth refused almost 
everyone. He set a $100 bond 
for Jerome Zawada, a Fran- 
ciscan priest from Biulington', 
Vfis., who needed blood pres- 
sure medication not available 
to him inside the jail. 

Faircloth also released on his 
own recognizance Alexander 
White, 21, of Long Island, N.Y., 
after White said he was 
brought to the Fort Benning 
gate by Columbus police offic- 
ers, then forced onto post by 
militarypolice. ■ - 

Assjs^n't U.S. Attorney 
Mel'vin Hyde said White may 
have defaced the Fort Benning 
sign and could face additional 
charges. Quigley replied that 
the only charge pending 
against ^^te was trespassing, 
an act White did not commit. 

Kathleen Kelly, 50, of Chica- 
go, also could face an addi- 
tional charge, obstruction of a 
law enforcement agent, Hyde 
said. The prosecutor told Fair- 
cloth that Kelly resisted arrest. 

Kelly, a three-time Nobel 
Peace Prize nominee, alleged 


that soldiers on post were 
shouting insults at her. She 
said she asked them to stop, 
and when they refused, she 
,told them she could not coop- 
erate dining her arrest. 

“I then found myself face 
down on the floor and was hog 
tied,” Kelly said. 

A soldier allegedly pressed a 
knee into Kelly’s back until she 
cried that she could not 
breathe, then w^ed that one 
of her lungs had collapsed sev- 
eral tunes in the past, Kelly 
said. She said she believed her 
ribs were ‘bruised during the 
incident. 

Fairclotii frowned, then set 
Kelly’s. bPnd at .$1,000, ! 

Quigley’, director of Loyola 
Universi^s law clinic, said he 
was frustrated that Faircloth 
set $1,000 bonds for so many 
protesters, including several 
'members of religious sects 
who took vows of poverty. 

“We see the high bonds as as 
attempt to punish people for 
engaging in dissent,” Quigley 
said.

Details: The annual School of Americas (SOA) protest group event 

was held on November 19-21, 2004. The estimated protest 
attendance was 11,000 on Saturday and Sunday. 

On Saturday, November 20, 2004 another group held a 
"GOD Bless Ft. Benning Rally" at the Columbus Civic Center and 
the grounds adjoining the facility. There was an estimated crowd' 
of 10,000 persons attending this one day event. 

The two rally's took place approximately two miles 
apart on the south-side of Columbus, Georgia. The Columbus civic 
leadership had issued permits allowing the events to take place 
at a safe distance from each other. So far this has proven to be 
a workable solution. 

The Columbus Police, Muscogee County Sheriff's office 
and Muscogee County Marshall's office had approximately 100 
uniformed officers at the SOA Rally. Two individuals were 
arrested and charged with misdemeanor violations.

On Sunday, November 21, 2004 seventeen protestors 
climbed over or crawled under the fence onto Ft. Benning. They 
were taken into custody by Department of the Army (DOA) civilian 
police. The fifteen adults were turned over to the U.S. Marshalls 
Service and housed at the Muscogee County jail overnight. Two 
juveniles arrested were released after they were identified. 

The fifteen adults were taken before U.S. Magistrate G 
Mallon Faircloth on Monday, November 22, 2004. They were charged 
with misdemeanor violations of unlawful entry upon a military 
reservation. The Georgia State Patrol issued over 200 traffic 
citations and made numerous arrests. 

This year's protest was peaceful as it has been for the 
most part over the past fifteen years. The only changes of note 
was the inability of the police to use hand wands to check for 
metal and weapons. The Eleventh District Court of Appeals had 
ruled this was a violation of the protestors constitutional 
rights . 


The police also erected a temporary eight foot chain 
link fence which provided a parallel boundary to Ft. Benning 
Road, leading up to the post main gate. The fence extended for 
approximately three blocks and provided a defined area for the 
protestors to demonstrate. In addition, the fence surrounded the 
"MAIN GATE" entrance marker for Ft. Benning which has been a 
flashpoint for protestors to deface. 

The SOA Watch leadership have stated they plan to file court 
actions to have the fencing removed for future rally's.

Details: On November 21, 1999, several thousand protestors 

entered the Ft. Benning Military Reservation after being ordered 
not to cross the reservation boundary. The majority of the 
protestors were herded peacefully into waiting buses and taken 
from the military post. A small group of protestors were 
separated from the crowd as being repeat offenders. Those 
persons were taken to Lawson Army Airfield and processed. Each 
was given a notice to appear in U.S. Magistrate Court. Ten of 
the subjects requested and received a trial in U.S. District 
Court. Each was found guilty and ultimately sentenced on June 8, 
2000 by U.S. District Court Judge, Hugh Lawson. 


At the sentencing cited each was asked if he/she 
planned to re-enter the military post at the next annual protest 
in November of 2000. Nine of the ten defendants advised they 
planned to re-enter the military post. The one defendant who 
advised that she did not plan to re-enter the post was given 
twelve months probation. The remaining defendants were given 
prison terms followed by probation.

Synopsis: Annual update of SOA trespass upon Ft. Banning. 

Details: The following is an overview of the annual protest by 

the SOA Watch held at Columbus, GA and the Ft. Banning Army Post. 
The crowd was estimated at app. 5,000 protestors. App. 3500 
crossed onto the reservation at the main gate entrance located on 
Ft. Banning Rd. , in South Columbus, Ga. The U.S. Army detained 
and processed app. 1700 of the 3500 trespassers. The Army 
command had pre- determined that anyone acting in an overt manner 
would be held for processing and given an ejection letter by the 
JAG office. Overt was qualified as wearing masks, carrying 
coffins, puppets or pouring the red substance upon themselves. 
Also those individuals who collapsed onto the roadway acting as 
though they were dead. 

The weather on the weekend of November 18-19, 2000 was cold 
with intermittent heavy rains. This appeared to hinder the 
formation of the crowd prior to the scheduled 10:30 AM ET 
crossing onto Ft.Benning. As in the past several years there are 
several speakers, songs and prayers leading up to the crossing. 

At this writing it has not been determined or decided if 
any of the past offenders had crossed the boundary. The U.S.
